A bolt 
of lightning struck the home of Al- 
bert Figart, £, farmer residing about 
a mile and a quarter from Six Mile

Sunday morning, instantly kill- 


ing-Sherman Figart, his son, and his 
nephew, Albert Riley of Altoona, who 
was spending a vacation at the home 
The other members of the family all 
escaped shock and Injury, though the 
house was somewhat damaged by the 
lightning. 


The two boys were standing in the 


kitchen door when there was a blind- 
ing flash and both- fell to the floor, 
death being instantaneous. It left its 
mark on v both, a bright red mark on 
Figart's temple, showing where he 
had been hit by the deadly fluid, and 
on Riley's left ankle.

CONCERNING RECENT VISIT 


In the "Land of the Setting Sun"- 


Washiiig-ton, Oregon and Cali- 


fornia Cities Described. 


Part Two 


The city of Seattle, Wash., with her 


suburbs, is quite large; her length 
from north to south is about 20 miles 
and from east to west about six miles. 
She is built upon a hill which runs 
between Lake Washington on the 
east and the Puget Sound on the west 
and has a population of 300,000. 
Her various industries (and there are 
many of them) give employment to 
thousands of workmen, and the vast 
majority of these own their own 
homes. 
Street cars run to all parts 


of the city and the interurban lines 
connect Seattle with Tacoma, Renton, 
Auburn and several smaller towns on 
the south, and on the north a score 
or more small towns can be reached 
by electric cars. Four steam roads 
enter the city: the Canadian Pacific, 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget 
Sound R. R.; the latter, however, and 
the Great Northern come in on the 
.Northern Pacific's tracks. 
They all 


enter the Union Depot. 


Hundreds of stores are scattered 


throughout the city, from the small- 
est one-room store to the largest 
fashionable department store, and 
the business done by them is enor- 
mous. The city is well supplied with 
hotels and rooming houses so that 
the visitor can find lodging without 
any trouble and at whatever price he 
•wishes to pay. 
Seattle has also a 


splendid harbor, the ships of many 
nations enter there; scarcely an hour 
of the day or night passes without *.t 
least one ship going out or coming in 
at one of the many piers of this 
harbor. 


Of the big Exposition now being 


held there, I will say but littie, except 
that somewhere within one or more 
of the many large buildings within 
the Exposition gounus, one may see 
something from almost every nation 
upon the face of the globe. 
Seattle 


gets a vast majority of the Alaska 
trade, being the nearest port of entrj 
of any size within Uncle Sam's do- 
main. 


Now we journey south 185 miles to 


the beautiful city of Portland, Ore , 
•well named ttie City of Roses, for 
there you see this flower in all its 
wealth of beauty and grandeur. Port- 
land is the southern terminus of the 
Northern Pacific R. R., the northern 
terminus of the Southern Pacific R. 
R. and the western terminus of the 
Oregon River and Navigation Com- 
pany's Railroad. 
The Willamette 


River flows through the centre of 
the city and affords a splendid har- 
bor for the largest ocean ships that 
come to her doors every day. She 
has also many public parks where 
the stranger can find a good seat be- 
neath the green shade trees and read 
the modern daily newspaper or chat 
with one of Oregon's native sons or 
the traveler from some back East 
state. When you tire of this and the 
day is clear, take a trip up Portland 
Heights to Council Crest and within 
your view is some of the richest farm 
land in the United States, for the 
land lying in the Columbia River Val- 
ley or the Willamette Valley is un- 
surpassed for grain, grass and fruit 
The scene does not stop in the val- 
leys of these silvery streams, how- 
ever, for there are five huge moun- 
tain peaks within view—Mt Hood, 
11,225 feet; Mt. St. Helens, 10,500

via N. P. R. R., we cross one of the 
largest steel bridges in t,he world, it 
spans the Columbia River at Van- 
couver six miles north of Portland, is 
two miles in length and has a draw 
of 1,200 feet in the centre whiclyrises 
when ships pass up or down. P6rt- 
land has a population of 275,000 and 
Is increasing rapidly, and in the near 
future she will be one of the greatest 
cities west of the .Cascade Mountain^. 
But friends must part. 
So we bid 


goodby to Portland and board a 
Southern Pacific train going south. 
We are soon speeding up through the 
beautiful' Willamette Valley 
past 


grain fields, orchards, vineyards and 
hop fields, through many flourishing 
towns. 


After a journey of. 422 miles we 


reach -the town of Weed in the Shasta 
Mountains, California, at the base of 
Mt. Shasta. A branch line runs north- 
east to the Klamath. Falls.

here, the land is being rapidly taken 
up. Twenty-three miles farther and 
we reach the Shasta Springs, here the 
train stops long enough to give all 
travelers time for a drink of the wa- 
ter. It is a mineral water and is said 
to benefit, if not cure, many bodily 
ills; be that as it will, the water has 
a pleasant taste and is very cold. But 
soon on we go—a few hours' run 
and we enter the Sacramento Valley 
and the big wheat fields of California. 
Here we see the modern harvester at 
work, a machine hauled by from 36 
to 42 head of horses and mules and 
cutting, threshing, cleaning and sack- 
ing the grain all at one operation. 
A few hours more and we reach Sac- 
ramento City. A short stop and away 
we go, soon reaching Benicio.

train on the coast line for a-dash to 
the south. 


oan Jose Is soon reached and is a 


pretty little town; the long avenues 
shaded by palm trees form a picture 
well worth seeing. The next town of 
any size is Santa Cruz. Further down 
the line we reach the Paso Robles 
Hot Springs and soon after Guada- 
lupe. On we speed and finally reach 
the village of Surf, and five miles 
further is Honda. Here is where an 
excursion train, carrying a large dele- 
gation of Good Templars, was wreck- 
ed, many of the passengers being 
from Pennsylvania. 
Particulars of 


this is well known to the readers of 
The Gazette. 


Santa Barbara is next reached and 


we are then in the midst of the apri- 
cot orchards. 
As we came by we 


could see what a California orchard 
was like and it is indeed a sight well 
worth beholding. 
Fruit of all kind 


growing to perfection and the trees 
fairly groaning under their heavy 
loads. 
We have now traveled for 


more than 100 miles along the ocean 
but a short distance south of Santa 
Barbara we turn a little to the south- 
east and our view of the ocean is 
soon lost. Soon we reach Los Ange- 
les, a city of 275,000 inhabitants, and 
with the hustle and enterprise of all 
the cities of the coast. Here one will 
find a climate that is hard to excel 
anywhere in the United States. The 
street car lines reach to all parts of 
the city and inter-urban lines also 
run for miles into the country. The 
eastern tourist taking a trip on one 
of these lines will see a sight he will 
never forget, for here "neath the sun- 
ny skies of Southern California one 
may see the vast orchards of apricots, 
peaches, plums and pears, large vine- 
yards and miles of orange groves. I 
met several Pennsylvauians, some 
perfectly satisfied, others not, with 
their adopted homes. 
In a trip of 


more than 1,500 miles along the Pa- 
cific Coast, through Washington, Ore- 
gon and California, I met many east- 
ern people who now live here. Some 
told me they were perfectly satisfied 
with their new homes, that they 
would not think of coming back east 
to live, but I also met some few who 
longed to be back in their native 
states, but circumstances prevented 
their doing so. 


Now, in conclusion, I would say to 


anyone who might contemplate going 
to the Pacific Coast to locate—do not 
place all your confidence in the 
claims made by the land promoter. 
His literature is apt to be mislead- 
ing in a certain way. In regard to 
the soil I will say it is as rich as any 
in the United States but many sec- 
tions are deficient in .rainfall and wa- 
ter facilities; others have plenty of 
both, so that anyone who has never 
been to the Pacific Coast country and 
contemplates going there to make 
his home by all means go out first 
and see the land and the country for 
yourself. 
Seeing is believing. And 


when you leave the great plains of 
the middle west behind you and cross 
the Great Divide you will eater a 
land so vast and magnificent and so 
different from the east that one may 
well wonder and dream of the "Land 
of the Setting Sun."

Memory Verses, 31, 32—Golden Text, 
Phil, iv, 13—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

After leaving Ephesus Paul visited 


the churches In Macedonia, giving 
them much exhbrtation, the nature of 
which we may gather from his epis- 
tles. 
Then, passing into Greece, he 


abode three months, and he would not 
fall to open to them the Scriptures at 
every opportunity. 
Hindered In his 


purpose to sail from Greece to Syria. 
he ^turned through Macedonia, some 
of the brethren having gone to Troas 
to await him there. 
Luke evidently 


accompanied him to Phllippl and sail- 
ed with him to Troas, where they tar- 
ried seven days (xx, 6). The next 
verse looks like commemorating our 
Lord's death on the first day of tho 
week, and in connection therewith 
Paul held an all night service, talking 
even till break of day. At this service 
a. young man fell out of the window 
and was killed, but Paul was permit- 
ted to restore him to life. This may 
have been an exceptionally long dis- 
course of Paul's, but we have some- 
times wondered, with so much to tell. 
how long he did talk. While all the 
party sailed from Troas, Paul prefer- 
red to walk across to Assos and join 
them there, perhaps coveting to be 
alone with his Lord, something so nec- 
essary for a laborer with God. A mis- 
sionary wrote from the heart of Brazil 
recently, "It is prayer that strikes the 
winning blow." 


Having reached Miletus and hasten 


Ing to be at Jerusalem by Pentecost, 
Instead of visiting Ephesus he sent for 
the elders of the church to come to 
him at Miletus, and his address to 
them covers the greater portion of the 
verses assigned as our lesson for to- 
day. With this farewell discourse the 
teacher should read his epistle to the 
Bphesians and also our Lord's epistle 
to the same church in Rev. ii. He 
here reminds them of his behavior 
and his zeal and his teaching during 
his three years' sojourn among them 
The phrase "serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind" (verse 19) gives the 
key to hte whole life since he saw the 
Lord on (the way to Damascus. Put 
with It Acts xxvii, 23, "whose I am, 
and whom I serve;" also Rom. vi, 10, 
"To whom ye yield yourselves to obey; 
his servants ye are to whom ye obey " 
Being^ such a servant of such a Master, 
he would of course keep back noth- 
ing that they ought to know, for he 
lived not to please men, but God, who 
trieth the heart (I Thess. ii, 4). His 
preaching was summed up in "repent- 
ance toward God and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ (verse 21), and this 
he proclaimed alike to Jew and Greek, 
testifying the gospel of the grace of 
God and the coming kingdom of God 
(24, 25). He knew that bonds and af- 
flictions awaited him everywhere, but 
this did not move him, and he was 
always ready to lay down his life for 
Christ. The time did come when he 
wrote to his beloved Timothy- "1 ain 
now ready to be offeipd. and the time 
of my departure is at hand. 
I hnvp 


fought a good fisrht: 1 have finished 
my course: I have kept the faith" (II 
Tim. iv, 6, 7). Knowing that it Is our 
privilege to suffer with Christ'and to 
fill up that which is behind of the af- 
flictions of Christ, he ever taugl't that 
we must through mufh tribulation en- 
ler the kingdom of God (Phil. 1, 20: 
CoL i, 24; Acts xlv, 22). Impressed 
that this might be his last talk with 
them, we listen with great interest to 
his farewell words, which we do well 
to lay to heart. He reminds them that 
they are purchased with the blood of 
Christ (28), In whom we have redemp- 
tion through His blood, the forgive- 
ness of sins (Eph. i, 7), and that they 
can be built up only by the word of 
His grace, which is the only food for 
the soul. 


What .a word to sound out every- 


where to all preachers and teachers 
today. "Feed the church of God," re- 
membering that He Himself said, "I 
am the bread of Ufe." "I am the living 
bread which came down from hea\ou' 
(John vi, 35, 51). Again He quoti-d 
from the law, "Man shall not live bj 
bread alone, but by every word of 
God" 
(Luke iv, 4). Paul foresaw that 


wolves would enter in among them 
not sparing the flock, and our Lord 
said to His disciples, "I send you forth 
as sheep in the midst of wolves," 
"Fear not them which kill the body" 
(Matt, x, 16, 28). He also warned them 
that from among themselves false 
teachers would arise to draw away 
disciples after them. 


By his own example of earning his 


own living while ho sojourned among 
them he warned them against cov- 
otousness and (aught.them to care for 
Ihc weak, reminding them of some 
words of the Lord Jesus, "It is more 
blessed to give than fo receive" (verses 
33-35)'. In his epistle he wrote. "Let 
him that stole steal no more, but rath- 
er let him labor, working with liis 
hands the thing which is good, that he 
may have to give to him that needeth'' 
(Eph. 
Iv, 2S). It is not popular with 


many to e?rn money In order to have 
something tc^glve away. People do In 
churches sing "If ever I loved Thee, j 
my JPSUS, 'tis now," but when the 
Lord sees the offering on the collection 
plate and their manifest failure other- 
wise la showing their love by their 
deeds He might well say to them the 
words of J John 111, 17.

He was of German parentage and made 
lis first appearance in public life as a clerk in the prothonotary's office In 
Northampton county. He was elected to the legislature in 1814 and was 
elected to the senate the following year. 
From 1824 to 18?S he was a 


member of congress. It was during this periot". that the feeling against 
secret societies began to crystallize and the Anti-Masonic psfrty was formed. 
Hr. Wolf was nominated for governor by the Republicans and was elected, 


was elected for a second term; but, a split having occurred in the party, 


he was defeated for a third term by Joseph Ritner. 
After completing hla 


gubernatorial services he was appointerx comptroller of the treasury by 
President Jackson and afterward was collector of the port of Philadelphia. 


JOHN 
ANDREW 
SHULZE—1823-1829. 


Although ordained to the ministry in tie German Lutheran clmrcli, joi.i 


Andrew Shulze found it necessary by reason of ill health to give up his pr.' 
fesslon and engage in business. He wa-v born in 1775 in Berks county, tl- 
son of a German Lutheran clergyman. 
He was elected a member of tl> 


house of representatives and served from 1SOG to 1808. 
Mr. Shulze held 
.- 


one time the offices of register, recorder, prothonotary, clerk of the orphan 
court and clerk in the sessions court of Lebanon county. He resigned the 
offices to go to the legislature. In 1823 he vas elected governor by the I> 
ocrktic party. He gave so good an account of himself while in office thai 
1827 he was re-elected almost unanimously. 
At the expiration of 


service as governor he retired to private life. He died at his home in 
caster In 1846.

OR the isaaey invested and 
work applied poetry is out 
of the most profitable side line* 
on the farm. 
Indeed, mac> 


farms are ran at a profit with poultry 
alone. If poultry is profitable on a 
place where all the feed most be 
bought It should be doubly so on 
the general farm, where much of its 
feed is made up of waste products. 
Too often the work of caring for the 
poultry is left to the women and chil 
dren. Much of It is light work tha 
they can do all right, but the man of 
the place should not consider it be- 
neath his dignity to lend a helping 
hand when it Is needed. 


If poultry is to be kept at a profi 


some kind of shelter other than the 
machine shed, the apple trees or the 
icow stable will have to be provided 
•A good, warm poultry house is abso- 
lutely necessary if winter eggs are to 
•be secured. At 30 to 5O cents a dozen 
winter eggs will soon pay the cost of 
'building a house of this kind, to say 
nothing of the superior health of the 
inock. 


The theory that poultry does bes 


when left to Its own resources is abou 
•exploded in enlightened communities, 
lit has been demonstrated over and 
lover again -that no form of domestii 
icreature kept for profit responds more 
ireadily to good treatment than this 
ieame barnyard fowl. That it has al 
iways more than paid Its way even 
^•when neglected' shamefully is but an 
(indication of what it would do undei 
Fbetter treatment. 


Locating the Poultry House. 


The poultry house should toe located 


I near the other buildings. The chick 
i ens will go to the barnyard to scratch 
(anyway, and if the poultry house is

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too far away they will roost in »the 
barns and sheds rather than return to 
it. The poultry house should not be 
too far from the dwelling either, in 
order that it may not be too incon- 
venient to care for the poultry. The 
ground where it Is placed should be 
fairly high and naturally well drained. 
A damp poultry house fosters all sorts 
of diseases. 


The size of the poultry house de 


pends upon the .number of fowls kept 
It Is estimated that about five square 
jfeet of floor space should be allowed pei 
(fowl. If they can be out of doors most 
;o£ the time they can get along with 
i considerably less. The best kind of 
'house to build is the scratching shed 
'type, built with a shed roof. The high 
tside should be to the south. About 


i half of this house should be parti- 
'tioned off for a scratching shed. The 


I south side of this shed part is to be 
ileft open, covered only with wire net- 
. ting to keep the fowls in. If the back 
i and sides of this room are tight and 


I the bottom boarded up a foot or two 
(there will be littls draft and the 
Ifowls will be comfortab'e even in the 
coldest weather. 
The floor of this 


I shed part may he of dirt and should 


I be kept covered with several inches of 
straw. 


The remainder of the house should 


'have a floor, preferably of cement. A 
cement floor is easily kept clean and is 
illttle more expensive than a wooden 


I one. 
The chief advantage is that it 


'keeps out rats and other vermin better 
'than any other kind of floor. Neither 
idoes it furnish any crevices in which 
lllce and mites can hide. These pests 
iare,the worst enemies to poultry cul- 
iture, and care should be taken in build- 
ling a house to leave as few cracks 
'where they can hide as possible. 


Value of a Curtain Front. 


There should be several windows In 


'the south side of the bouse to supply 
'light. Light is one of the best disin- 
fectants. It does,much to keep the 
fowls free from disease and happy and 
icontcnted. To provide for ventilation 
there is nothing equal to the "curtain 
front/' This is a large square of mne 
|Un fitted Into a frame, the same as s 
:window. This allows 'a gradual ad- 
mlMiqn of fresh air without drafts. 
'The exchange of air takes place slowly 
enough, so that it does not lower the 
'temperature of the house too much. 
.Con»lCurabl3> light conies through the 
^curtain also, and less heat, escapr 
through It at night than through jjlas* 
windows. The curtain has the farther 
advantage of being cheap. No.poultry 
hotfee should be put up without one. 


Whether bulk -of lumber or of some 


other material, the poultry house 
flhould be tight Drop sldlpr I 
material for the side w«lW; X'slnjrie 
wall Is the cheapest and answers the 


;purpose very well. It costs only a'llt- 
|tl« extra, however, to lath and plhsTfcr 
(the Inside, and such * house Is more 


in regions where the winters 
•re eJtremely cold. It does not pay to 
p*per the Inside of the house, as the 
mites will find a congenial home be- 
tweea the paper and the wall. 


Rooctt and Nest Boxes. 


Part of the main part of the house 


should be given over to roosts and the 
rest nsed for nest boxes. It is better 
to ba*fc the roosts along the north side. 
"A mo*'in curtain arranged'on a roller, 
so that it can be let down in front of 
the fowls on cold nights, does much to 
keep <hem comfortable. The roosting 
space to be allowed to each fowl is 
sir to twelve inches, according to size. 
Two py fours set edgewise, with the 
sharp corners rounded off, make good 
roosts/ They should be set in notches, 
sc that they can be easily removed to 
be cleaned and disinfected. The drop- 
pings should' be removed every week 
or tw«J and not left for a year, as is so 
often Aone. If plenty of strajw is used 
on thf cement under the rftosts it is 
but a #hort job to throw the excrement 
out of a 'bole hftck of the roosts and put 
In fre^h bedding. It is labor that will 
be w£H repaid, for a clean, sweet 
smelling house is essential to egg pro- 
duction 
j^ little slaked lime thrown around 


under the roosts helps to keep down 
bad o^ors- Sprinkling the bouse with 
coal tar dip and whitewashing the 
roosts an(i walls once in awhile are 
also g^ Practices. 
Tke nest boxes should be provided 


with d cover and so arranged as to be 
dark £nd secluded Inside, as the hens 
prefer *° lay *n this kind of place. 
Where a specialty is made of poultry 
It payS to U3e ^P nests. These are 
so artansed that the hen is caught 
when SQe S°es in to lay an(l cannot 
get o^t until the attendant comes 
Along an<1 releases her. By having 
the htins numbered with leg bands a 
record can be kept of the eggs laid by 
each tfne- Thus those 'that never lay 
can be culled out and sent to the 
butch^r and the eSgg of the highest 
produtfln& ones keP* for raising pul- 
lets to increase the flock. In this way 
the avera&e eSS yield can be increased 
consj^erably. It is important in this 
conne(;tion to make especial note of 
those hens which do most of their 
laving in tne "winter months, as they 
are ot considerably more value than 
the ones tnat lay in the summer, when 
eggs a^e cheap.

Yards and Fences. 


On tne farm there is little need for 


manv 7ar<is about the poultry house. 
rpne*chief need for fences is to keop 
the po£ltry a'way from the garden and 
house. •For *^ls PurP°se woven wire 
fence with, hexagonal meshes Is best. 
The mesnes should be small enough at 
the bo#om 1° keep out the small chick- 
ens ^ue w*re should not be smaller 
than e'Sb-teen or nineteen gauge. An 
import*"1* Point to look to is the gal- 
vanizitfS- Thls galvanizing is a layer 
of zind that is coated over the wire to 
keep i£ from rusting. Inhere are two 
method8 of galvanizing, known as "aft- 
er" and "before." 
The former Is ap- 


plied t° fencing galvanized after it is 
woven an(l tDe latter to that galvanized 
before/ 
Tne "after" galvanized fenc- 
jng. cap be told from the fact that the 
joints where the cross wires are twist- 
ed together are filled with zinc. When 
the wire *8 galvanized before weaving 
the ziric *s cracked more or less in the 
weaving process and rust readily gets 
a foot*10^- 
The "after" galvanized

'front and over the topi of taeae parti- 
tion boards, making; a little rauway in 
front of each coop., .One of .Uie latlr= 
should be removable to let the hen In 
and out as soon as the chicks are bi£ 
enough to follow her f bout. 


While such coops are cheap, they 


hare one serious fault, and that Is 
that they are not' big enough for the 
chickens after they get to be two or 
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three months old. "There is no place 
like home" to chickens, and it is n 
great deal ot trouble to teach them t • 
forsake their coops and go into tiie 
poultry house nights. This trouble can 
be avoided by building a number of 
small colony houses.* A convenient 
size for these houses is 8 by 10 feet. 
Such a house -will hold a hundred 
chicks until they are nearly full grown. 
It may be built on the same plan as 
the main poultry house without the 
scratching shed part. 
It should be 


built on runners, so that^it can be 
hauled about from one place to an- 
other, as is most convenient. 
These 


colony houses are practically indispen- 
sable when poultry raising is conducted 
on a large scale. In such case it is 
best to build these houses in a substan- 
tial fashion, so that they may be used 
many seasons. 
As much attention 


should also be given to keeping them 
In good sanitary condition as Is due the 
main poultry house.
